pose to market their fruit independ- 
ently of the California Fruit agency. 
.From all the light we have upon the 
subject now this means "that the inde- 
pendents must market their oranges 
through 
commission 
merchants. 


Aside from the well-known vicissi- 
tudes of this method of selling fruit, 
there is a great object lesson before 
the people who think they can operate 
alone. No shrewder fruit merchants 
ever entered the field than the Earl 
Fruit Company, Porter Bros., Fay, 
and a number of later firms. They 
were backed by abundance of capital, 
and 
consummate experience. 
But 


they were in competition with one 
another and the Southern California 
Fruit Exchange all tog'ether. 
Im- 


proper distribution and congestion of 
fruit, inordinate individual expense in 
preparing the fruit for market, and 
maintaining individual agencies in 
each of the principal citrus markets 
and 
blind competition with 
other 


kinds of fruit were some of the rocks 
that handicapped these firms, and 
made it necessary in self defense for 
them to adopt a co-operative basis to 
save themselves and their customers 
from continual losses. With all their 
experience and commercial enterprise 
to tlraw upon for naught, can the pro- 
posed independent organizations hope 
to avoid the same rocks by listening 
to the. siren commission men who sit 
securely with no capital at stake and 
sing high prices and fair treatment, 
while the independents dash their 
'interests upon the same old rocks that 


Efcf!?^SfflSL^e independent growers 


attempt to sustain their own eastern 
agencies. 
Have not the Earl Fruit 


Company, Fay and the others also 
gone over the ground with all their 
money and energy, only to abandon 
the field and go into-co-operation wfth 
themselves and all others to accom- 
plish what each could not do alone? 
can a handful of a few hundred acres 
hope to do better than these? Already 
we see the citrus territory dotted with 
idle packing houses, built in excess of 
the economic needs of each locality. 
A few of these houses are now packing 
more fruit and doing it cheaper and 
better than all of them did in the hey- 
day of home competition for the busi- 
ness of the individual grower, and for 
which that individual paid dearly for 
the privilegs of seeing all the other 
houses running only a portion of the 
time. It way be good business policy 
for the new independentsjto continue 
to multiply these packing houses, but 
the experience of the past are directly 
to the contrary. Outside the market- 
ing proposition, which is the chief, 
there are economic .features at this 
end of the line that make the proposed 
independent action precarious almost 
to the point of failure.—Los Angeles 
Times.

One.thousand dol- 
lars a week is a conservative estimate 
of the returns now being received by 
the ranchers of this prosperous sec- 
tion for vegetables. During the past 
three weeks from one to two cars a 
day have been shipped from the Irwin- 
dale depot. 
Monday's 
shipments 


showed 219 sacks of cucumbers alone 
for the Los Angeles market, netting 
the growers $20 per ton. One hun- 
dred and twenty-five to one hundred 
and fifty sacks are being shipped 
daily. 
The ranchers interested in 


this industry are: E. R. 
Coflfman, 


J.4 acres; A. F. Coltrin, 6 acres; Dan 
Reichard, 5 acres; W. H. Leech, 10 
acres; C. La Batt, 8 acres; L. M. Swal- 
low, 2 1-2 acres; J. W. Heath, 2 acres. 
Half of these fields are picked over 
each day. 
Potatoes are also netting the ranch- 


ers good returns and quantities are 
being moved. New potatoes are fetch- 
ing from $1.15 to $1.25 on the market. 
C. D. Leach has shipped over 200 
sacks during the past 10 days. 


Early in the season great quantities 


of all varieties of berries were shipped 
from this point and even during this 
hot weather the daily shipments are 
averaging over 50 crates.

The art of casting Is In Itself simple 


nnd tuny be readily acquired by any 
pnlnstaklni* fisherman. The rod passed 
only through a quadrant; !t starts par- 
fJlel with the water nnd, coming to 
the perpendicular, stops. The motion 
Is a quick, rigid jerk as fast as It can 
be made, and the rod does the rest. 
The motion forward Is at the beginning 
n gradual feeling for the tension of the 
line—that la, when It la about to 
Itratghten. Onco this Is assured the 
movement Increases In rapidity from 
butt to tip, the result being much the 
same ns driving at a peg with a long 
handled hammer—slow nt tho start 
and quick at tho flnlsii, the bend of the 
rod being first at the butt and gradual- 
ly asccr ling to the tip. 


In casting nothing is left to chance 


by the expert caster. He knows exact- 
ly where he wants to put his fly, with- 
in a foot or two, and puts It there, the 
feathered barb traveling past him at 
from six Inches to four feet above the 
water, ati he may elect, although It may 
go above the shoulder if desired. In 
some long casts one may see the fly 
pnss below tbe hip. Indeed the degree 
of command one can gradually acquire 
Is really wonderful. 


A single cast where flsh are located 


Is, as a rulp. sufficient. They will rlso 
nt once, and if the fisherman Is an ex- 
pert nt dropping his fly he can bring 
flsh to the spot from some distance. 
One may frequently soe flsih attracted 
from a point so far from tho fly that 
they break water two or three times 
before taking the hook. On the other 
lifiiid. n fly awkwardly dropped will be 
taken with n leisurely grab, the. flsh 
simply mucking it in, and the exhilara- 
tion of a spirited rise is lost The more 
expert H fisherman Is at fly casting the 
more thoroughly he enjoys the sport.— 
Collier's Weekly.

There were enough loose 
boulders on the ridg** to make a stout

horses and two more men were down 
before we had completed It and were 
standing the redskins off. Red Cloud 
didn't move on the valley with part of 
his force, as he might have done, but 
held every one of his 300 bucks close 
In hand to accomplish our extermina- 
tion. 
He'd sooner raise the scalp of 


one soldier than slaughter half a dozen 
citizens, and he had old grudge's to pay 
off. 
The entire band circled us and 


opened a steady flre, and every man 
realized from the start that our posi- 
tion was almost hopeless. 


It was half an hour after we rench 


ed the hill before any one missed the 
Kid. Then It was believed that he had 
fallen when we first struck the Indi- 
ans, or being In the rear, had been cut 
off.

Some of the men even slept and mut- 
tered in their sleep as a night attack 
was waited for. The hours went by 
and none came. Red Cloud figured that 
another day of long-range flre would 
wipe us out, aud why sacrifice a score 
of his warriors In a night rush.

-Simple Device Which Hay Revolutionize Industry

Indianapolis— H. Harvinger Cox of 


Indianapolis, formerly of Hartford, 
•Conn., claims ho hast discovered a 
process by which heat may be directly 
transformed into electricity.

The instrument, which 
may

•called a "thermolectron," consists of 
a cylinder of vitrified cement, hollow 
through its axis. Suspended within 
is a rod with discs of varying size at 
intervals to retard the flame beneath, 
and thus produce vibrations of heat 
in the stone similar to the ones on a 
violin. These rapid vibrations make 
the electricity. The cylinder is pro- 
vided with attachments, for wires, and 
when connected with motors, fans. 
bells, etc., they run as long as the 
flre remains burning 
through 
the 


cylinders, then slowly ceaae running 
«s the cylinder coola.

Admission to 


REFUSE TO OPEN PORTS 


Two Islanders Want 


the Bar 


Two young Porto Ricans, who grad- 


uated here from one of the law col 
leges, applied for admission to the bar 
of the supreme court of tho District 
of Columbia, and were informed by 
the secretary of the examining com- 
mittee that they could take the exam- 
ination subject to a decision of the 
court as to their right to practice. 
This qualified consent was given for 
the reason that the legislation of con- 
gress describes the people 
of the 


islands as "citizens of Porto Rico" 
and their political status is uncertain. 
The examining committee did not 
object to the yoing men taking the 
examination, but as the question of 
citizenship was raised the applicants 
were informed their political status 
would have to be passed upon by the 
court in general terms, by whom ad- 
mission to the bar ie determined. 


The applicants declined" to take 


examination with the proposed quali- 
fication, declaring that they would 
not accept as alms that to which they 
were entitled as a fundamental right. 
They addressed a long communication 
to the secretary of 
tho examining 


board, in, which they say that the 
Foraker act ia a palpable violation of 
tho constitution, which declares that 
"all 
persons born or naturalized in 


the United States and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof arc citizens of the 
United Slates and of the ntai.es where- 
in they reside." They claim Porto 
Rico is an integral part of the United 
States, and that its people are there- 
fore citizens thereof. 


Several Porto Ricans were among 


the law graduates of tho Washington 
school, but in view of the question

some of them will visit their homes 
and return hers in the fall to take a 
post-graduate law course, after which 
they may take the examination, and 
if successful ask tho court to decide 
upon their eligibility to'admission to 
the bar.—Washington Times.

ORDINANCE NO. 35. 


An Ordinance granting to the Pacific 


Electric Railway Company and its 
assigns, the right 
to construct, 


nun fur the pori' d of fifty years, to 
< > p c i H t e nn(1 m a i n t a i n an electric 
r;»ii''"3«l «])»ii certain public streets 
in the city of Covina, County of 
Los Angeles, State of California. 


The Hoard of Trustees of the city of 


Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That the right, privilege 


aw! franchise is hereby granted to the 
Pacific Electric 
Kailwav Company 


and its assigns, to construct ami oper- 
ate a single or double track railway 
to he operated I>y electricity i.r any 
other power aiithori/"d by law for the 


• •pera'ion of <-trf't r;til<vay«, for a per- 
iod of fifty yi-ars over the route and 
along and upon the streets or portions 
of streets in the City of Covina, Coun- 
ty of Los Angeles, State of California, 
described as follows, to-wit: 


Commencing at the intersection of 


Itadillo Avenue with the 
westerly 


boundary line of the City of Covina; 
thence easterly along Uadiilo Avenue 
to its intersection with the easterly 
boundary line of said City of Covina. 


Together with the right to construct 


all 
necessary 
.»•, HC.'K.S, 
turnouts, 


curves, connections at street inter- 
sections*, power Jv. iiiM.'.-., H'niettires, and 
erect all poles upon streets in said 
city, and all other appliances neces- 
sary to utilize electricity or any other 
power used to operate the cars upon 
such railroad. 


Provided, that nothing herein con- 


tained shall he deemed to authorize 
the use of steam power to operate cars 
on such railroad. 


That tnc railroad to be constructed 


and operated 
under suid franchise 


shall be vised fur t!ic tranapvi'lciiioii of 
passengers, baggage, United States 
mail, express matter, and such other 
commodities as can be conveniently 
handled by an electric railroad; also 
such material as is used in the con- 
struction and maintenance of railways. 


Section 2. That the trades to be laid 


under said frsmchise shall be as nearly 
as possible in 
the 
middle of s;iid 


streets. 


All poles, or any change in the loca- 


tion 
or extension thereof, shall be 


under the direction of the Superinten- 
dent of .Streets of the city of Covina. 


Section 3. That said 
grantee, its 


successors or assigns, shall use in the 
construction of said road the best ma- 
terial, including a rail weighing not 
less than forty (40) pounds per yard, 
such as is used on first-class railroads; 
and will plank, pave or macadamize 
the entire length of the .street used by 
their 
track or tracks, between the 


rails, and f;>r two (2) feet on each side 
thereof, and between 
the tracks, if 


there is more than one, an'd keep the 
same constantly in repair, (lush with 
the street, and with good crossings; 
and in case the City of Covina shall 
hereafter 
pav»> or 
macadamize the 


streets along which said railroad shall 
be constructed and operated, then the 
grantee of said franchise, its success- 
ors or assigns, shall pave or macada- 
mize said road between tbe tracks and 
for two feet on each side thereof, with 
the same material used by the city up- 
on the streets over which said road 
runs respectively, and keep the same 
in repair flush with the street, and pro- 
vided with good and suitable cross- 
ings. 


The roadbeds shall conform at all 


times to the established grades oMhe 
streets, and all repairs and grades are 
to be made under the instruction and 
to the satisfaction of the Street Super- 
intendent of 'he City of Covina. 


In case said granete, its successors 


or assigns, shall fail to comply with 
the instructions given for said repairs 
for ten days after service of notice 
thereof 
upon Jthe superintendent or 


manager of said railroad, then the 
Street Superintendent of the City of 
Covina may, with suitable assistance, 
enter upon the said railroad, or any 
portion thereof, and do the work, and 
furnish the proper material, and keep 
an itemized account of the cost there- 
of, which said grantee, its succsesors 
or assigns, by the acceptance of said 
franchise, agrees to pay immediately 
to the Treasurer of the City of Covina 
upon the presentation of said account 
to the superintendent c-r maiiagsr of 
said railroad. 


Section 4. 
That said grantee, its 


»ut.cc»j>or<» and assigns, shall comply 
with the provision of all ordinances of 
said city uuw in force or hereafter en- 
acted relative .to the placing of all 
poles and wires in the public streets of 
said city. Provided further, that cars 
MiaJl be run over the road constructed 
under said franchise during every day 
urt'eft* prevented by the elements, un- 
avoidable accidents, riots, strikes or 
unavoidable 
causeo; provided 
alao, 


tnat cars shall t; run each way over 
auct upon such road at intervals of not 
more than two hours each way be- 
tween the hour* of bix o'clock a.m. and 
teu o'clock p.m. of each dny. Provided 
iurther,that Mid grautcc, its 


or assigns, s!-.r;!! con-fnir! all nror^sary 
flumes and culverts for the free pas- 
age of water tinder the tracks of said 
railway, where and whenever neces- 
sary, and that all curves, acqueducts, 
tumults and 
switches shall be con- 


structed under plans and specifications 
to be approved by the City Engineer, 
or by the Hoard of Trustees of said 
city. 


It is underssood that said grantee, 


its successors or assigns, shall have 
the right to excavate and remove por- 
tions of the streets necessary to prop- 
erly construct said road and to erect 
needful apparatus to properly c«|iiip 
arid run the same. It being further 
understood that the city in making the 
grant of said franchise expressly re 
serve-* the right to pave, macadamize 
or sewer any of snid streets, or lay 
gas, water or other pipes thereunder; 
such work to be done so as to injure 
said road as little as possible. 


Provided further, that the cars upon 


said road shall nofbe allowed to stand 
upon the street 
intersections or on 


main streets in such manner as to un- 
necessarily obstruct the use of said 
street by vehicle's. 


Section s. That said grantee shall 


have the right to charge five cents fare 
for one passenger 
for a continuous 


single trip one way forany distance in 
the same direction along the line here- 
in described, or any of its branches, 
svithin the city limits, and the police1 


force, firemen, and the carriers of 
United States mails of said city, and 
all city officials shall be carried free of 
charge when in actual discharge of 
duty; and all persons tinder the age of 
eighteen years attending the public 
schools of said city shall be required 
to pay but one half fare provided such 
pupils shall purchase their tickets in 
quantities of at least one dollar's 
worth at a time, such tickets to be 
available only between the hours of 
eight a.m. and six p.m., in actual pas- 
sage to and from school, and said 
grantee, its successors or assigns, 
shall sell such tickets whenever^ re- 
quested to do so by~a pupil who shall 
present a certificate from a teacher 
that he or she is a pupil in said school. 


Section 6. That the grantee, its suc- 


cessors or assigns, shall during the 
life of the said franchise, pay to the 
City of Covina in lawful money of the 
United States, two per cent of the 
gross annual receipts of sitch graitTSe 
and its successors and assigns arising 
from the use operation or possession 
of said franchise. No percentage shall 
be paid for the first five years aucceed- 
it.g the date 
of the franchise, 
but 


thereafter 
such percentage shall be 


payable annually, aud in the event 
said payment is not made, said fran- 
chise shall be forfeited. 


The amount of the gross annual re- 


ceipts of the grantee, its successors 
or assigns, arising from its use, opera- 
tion or possession, shall be deemed 
and understood to be, and shall be the 
total receipts of gross earnings col- 
lected or received by the grantee of 
said franchise, its successors or as- 
signs. And provided that if the road 
for which said franchise is granted 
shall be an extension of an existing 
system of railroads, then the gross 
receipts shall be estimated to be one- 
half 
of 
Hie proportion of the total 


gross receipts of said system which 
the mileage of such extension bears 
to the total mileage of the whole 
system, and such estimate shall be 
conclusive as to the amount of the 
gross receipts of said extension. 


And it shall be the duty of the gran- 


tee of saiil franchise, its successors or 
assigns, to file with the City Cleik of 
the City of Covinu, at the expiration 
of six years from the date of the grant- 
ing of said franchise, and at the expir- 
ation of each and every year there- 
after, a statement. v«rified by 
the 


oath of the said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, or by the oath of the man- 
ager 
or 
presiding 
officer 
of 


said 
grantee, its successor or as- 


signs, showing the total gross re- 
ceipts or gross earnings collected or 
received Uy the said grantee, i'.s suc- 
cessors or assigns, during the preceed- 
ing twelve months, for the use and op- 
eration of said franchise over any part 
of the line for the construction and 
operation of which said 
franchise 


is 
granted, 
or any 
part of the 


system 
of 
railroads 
of which it 


may be an extension; and within ten 
days after the time for filing the afore- 
said statement, it shall be the duty of 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
to pay to the City Treasurer of the 
City of Covina, the aggregate sum of 
the said percentage upon the amount 
ot the gross annual receipts arising 
from the use. operation or possession 
of said franchise. Any neglect, omis- 
sion or refusal of said grantee, its siic- 
cessurs or assigns, to tile said verified 
statement, or to pay said percentage 
of the said gross annual receipts at 
the time and in the manner herein- 
before provided, shall uiysu facto work 
a forfeiture of the franchise herein 
proposed to be granted and wtjicii ma> 
hereafter be granted, and of the riyhts 


thereunder, and the Trustees of the 
City < > / C o v i n a may take possession of 
s'lid railroad and may remove the rails 
thereof from the streets of said city at 
their discretion. 


Section". That the work of construct- 


ing said road shall be commenced in 
good faith within not more tli.in four 
months from the date of the granting
